TESTING MACHINE GUNS FOR THE ARMY 


While the tank shown above was plowing to victory on the Pacific Coast 
Army officials on the Atlantic Coast were experimenting with machine guns 
and comparing their merits and defects. These pictures show two phases of 
the tests to which the Lewis gun was put. In the upper picture a squad of 
soldiers are seen as they checked the advance of an imaginary enemy, while 
observing officials noted the rapidity and accuracy of thefire. The lower picture 
illustrates one of the valuable features of the Lewis gun. It is light and easily 
carried to the desired position; one man can operate it from the shoulder 
The Lewis gun, named after its inventor, a United States Army officer, i 
one of the most popular rapid-fire guns in use in Europe The magazine is 
contained in a wheel, above the breech, almost instantly interchangeable 
The large cylinder around the barrel is the air-cooling arrangement.
